Meat Board officials explained that 
this increase in price will be met out 
of reserves. Warlier in the year the 
Board budgeted for a storage program, 
but owing to light deliveries this ex- 
penditure has not been necessary and 
the price is now being raised for the 
balance of the present agreement for 
the purpose of distributing accumulat- 
ed reserves to hog producers. 


Early in 1950, due to strong domestic 
demand, hog prices advanced well 
above the export value and have re- 
mained so throughout the summer. 
During the past few weeks there has 
been a sharp decline in hog prices. In 
the past four weeks these prices’ have 
declined from $32.00 per hundred 
pounds to $21.00 at Winnipeg and from 
$33.50 to $30.00 at Toronto.. 

Despite normal heavier fall deliver- 
ies this new export price will prevent 
hog prices from dropping below the 
higher export equivalent. 


PASTURE RESEARCH 
IN CANADA 


Down through history green pas- 
turés have become the symbol of sta- 
pility, peace and abundance and the 
goal of security for mankind in every 
generation. This is no less true in 
Canada today where a blade of grass 
is still the basis of agriculture and 
thus of human livelihood. Grass 
means conservation of the sojl and 
future welfare. From a purely dollars 
and cents standpoint grass has tre« 
mendous value and recent figures re- 
leased by the Canada Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, show that pas- 
ture and hay together are yalued at 
813 million dollars and comprise about 
71 million acres, or more than one- 
third of the total agricuultural land 
area in Canada. 

Because of its great economic im- 
portance, scientists and research 
workers of the Department of Agri- 
culture are continuously trying to im- 
prove and preserve Canadian pastur- 
es. Due to the varying soil and clima- 
tic conditions prevailing in the differ- 
ent provinces, tests have to be con- 
ducted in many widely separated 
areas.

Experiments conducted by the De~ 
partment show that while certain 
crops may be more economical to pro- 
duce than others, their economy in the 
final analysis must be measured by 
the returns they bring for the prodacel 
sold when fed to farm animal. Corn 
silage, for example, when fed for mill 
production was found to give a lower 
ratio of returns to cost than did pas- 
ture herbage. 

Since grass is consumed directly by 
the grazing animal, with no attempt 
to cure it or process it in any way, its 
nutritive value and economy of utiliza- 
tion takes on added significance. In 
Canada the grazing season is extreme- 
ly short, usually less than 150 days, 
and officials of the Department have 
been studying various 
make the best possible use of pastures 
in different parts of the country. In- 
tensive study is being given to increas- 
ing the carrying capacity of pastures 
used for different purposes and in 
Eastern Canada for example, a grad- 
ual increase in carrying capacity is be- 
ing brought about, approximately four 
acres per animal unit and a dry matter 
production of 1,800 pounds now being 
obtained per acre. 


Research has helped toward estab- 
lishing successful, high producing pas- 
tures in some districts, but condi- 
tions in Canada vary greatly from one 
area to another and the Department 
research workers haye found that dif- 
ferent areas may Tequire different 
treatments for best results. Under 
some soil and climatic conditions some 
grasses will not stand up under com- 
petition and will be crowded out of the 
mixture. In this way some highly nu- 
tritive grasses may be lost for pas- 
ture or hay purposes, and some early 
spring grasses may also be lost for 
early grazing. In order to provide suf- 
ficient herbage throughout the graz~ 
ing season, tests are now under way 
at Ottawa and at various experimen- 
tal stations to see if the strip planting 
of different grass varieties across a 
field may not help in solving this prob- 
lem.

cubes and drained. The fluid is called 
whey, the solid, left to mat and ched- 
dar, is cured which is later milled into 
strips, salted, placed in hoops and 
presser. From the presses comes 
“green” cheese, to be ripened for any- 
thing from a few weeks to several 
years, the degree of ripening deter- 
mining the maturity or “nippiness.” 

Qanada’s first cheese factory was 
built in 1864 in Oxford County (where 
Woodstock is located) in Southwest- 
ern Ontario. In three years there 
were some 200 cheese factories in On- 
tario. Today Canada has 750 factories, 
coast to coast, which turned out al- 
most 114,000,000 pounds of Chedda 
in 1949 of which nearly 53,000,000 
pounds were exported. 

For many years, the rural Canadian 
community centred around the church 
and the cheese factory and there are 
still many one-man factories operat- 
ing to which the farmer brings his 
milk early in the morning, often be- 
fore breakfast, and chats with the 
cheesemaker who is thus able to ad- 
vise the producer and assure a con- 
stant supply of clean, sweet milk for 
his Cheddar. 

Practically every grocer sells Can- 
adian Cheddar cheese made by care- 
fully-trained and skilled cheesemakers 
whose abilities are certified and prov- 
en, supervised by government inspec- 
tors, nearly always ex-cheesemakers. 
Canadian Cheddar comes in Stiltons 
(five to 10 pounds), Daisies (20), Trip- 
lets (30), Twins (45) and Large (85 to 
90 pounds).

firstly, when two distinct breeds are 
crossed the resulting offspring usually 
are bigger, str6nger and more vigor- 
ous than either of the parental breeds. 
This phenomenon is known as “hybrid 
vigor.’ Secondly, there ig no breed of 
sheep that possesses all the desirable 
attributes of the yarious breeds and 
by judicious cross-breeding the Super- 
jor qualities of more than one breed 
may exploited. Wor example it 
does not appear that superior carcass 
conformation and top milk production 
are to be found in any one breed, yet 
both are essential to a successful fat 
lamb enterprise. The use of a short 
legged, thickly fleshed breed of ewes 
from high producing breeds will give 
the desired results . A further point 
from the national standpoint in favor 
of a crossbreeding programme is that 
ewe-stock can be raised on relatively 
cheap areas and then utilized by farm- 
ers in more productive farming dist- 
ricts for fat lamb production. 

Trials conducted at the Central Px- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, says S. B. 
Willams, have shown that cross-bred 
ewes produced 14 per cent more lambs 
reached market weight and finish 24 
days earlier. In both cases the lambs 
were sired by rams of the same breed- 
ing. In addition, the cross-bred ewes 
fleeces gave 33 per cent more clean 
wool. 

In cross-breeding for market lambs, 
certain precautions must be observed. 
The most important of these is that 
cross-bred animals, after the first 
cross, should not be retained for breed- 
ing or a mongrel stork may result, As 
well, the normal practices governing 
the selection of breeding stock must 
be observed since cross-breeding will 
hot produce superior progeny from in- 
ferior parents. 

While ‘cross-breeding has many ad- 
vantages it also has its pitfalls and 
any breeder wishing to iristitute such a 
policy ‘should study and plan in ad- 
vance in order to avoid the latter and 
enjoy the full the former. 
GLADIOLUS STORAGE 

With the approach of the gladiolus 
digging season, curing and storing of 
corms are matters of importance. Suc- 
cessful storage depends largely on 
proper ‘curiig. This is especially true 
in the Pacific coast area where the dig- 
ging) Season coincides with rising 
humidity and descending temperature. 

Curing usually consists of an initial 
perjod at relatively warm tempera- 
tures for’a period varying from a few 
days. to about 2 or 3 weeks, after 
which the bulbs are ready for storage 
for Winter. The essential feature of 
curing is the remoyal of surplus moist- 
ure from the corms. With the remoyal 
of excess moisture suberization — a 
toughening of the outer fleshy tissue 
— takes place, This enables the corm 
to resist storage diseases more effect- 
ively. It is essential that curing be 
thorough and started promptly after 
the corms are taken from the ground. 
Curing can be very effectively done in 
several ways depending on the actual 
temperatures used. For example, un- 
der certain conditions along the Ore- 
gon coast, preference is for a 24 hour 
period at 95 degrees F. with 200-300 
feet per minute air velocity and rela- 
tive humidity below 80 per cent. Fol- 
lowing this the temperature is lowered 
to 70 degrees for one week. 

In British Columbia curing can be 
done effectively by storing in tempera- 
tures of 75-80 degrees F. for a period 
of 10 days to two weeks with reason. 
able ventilation for removal of mois- 
ture laden air. While best storage 
temperature following curing is still a 
matter of conjecture, a range between 
88 degrees and 45 degrees F. has prov- 
ed very satisfactory at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Saanichton, B. 
C., says J. H. Crossley.

Egg 
production and body weight can best 
be controlled by 
amounts of whole grain and mash. 


PRODUCING GOOD QUALITY 
MARKET EGGS 


The important factors which in- 
fluence egg quality are breeding, feed- 
ing and management. 

Most market egg producers buy 
their laying stock from commercial 
hatcheries follow a breeding program 
approved by the Dominion or Proyin- 
cial Government the purchaser is as- 
sured of being able to obtain laying 
stock which will lay well when prop- 
erly fed and adequately housed. 

Rearing is important. Pullets should 
haye access to good feed and pasture 
and should be culled before being 
brought into the laying house. The 
thrifty, healthy, well grown pullets 
should be retained. 

The feeding program will influence 
both the grade and quantity of eggs. 
A well balanced good quality laying 
mash, together with scratch grain, 
grit, oyster shell and a constant supply 
of clean water is essential. This will 
assure the best returns in number and 
grade of eggs produced per pound of 
feed consumed. High grade eggs will 
not be produced by hens that have 
free range an access to refuse heaps 
and manure piles. 

The laying flock should be housed 
in well ventilated, sanitary pens if 
maximum egg production is to be 
maintained. When extremes in tem- 
perature are experienced the “import~ 
ance of insulation should not be over-

FAIRS IMPORTANT 
SAYS COL. KENNEDY 


"Fall Fairs have been one of the im- 
portant features in the Agricultural 
life of Ontario almost since the begin- 
ing. This statement was made by Col. 
the Hon. T. L. Kennedy, Ontario Min- 
ister of Agriculture, on Thanksgiving 
Day when he officially opened the 
Erin Fall Fair on its 100th Anniver- 
sary. He added, this particular Fair 
has had a history of which the com- 
munity might well be proud; a history 
worthy of the commemoration they 
have planned by constructing a pylon. 

Col. Kennedy noted that in the early 
days the prize lists of Fairs were very 
limited. They have since broadened to 
include such activities as Dairy Cat- 
tle, Poultry, Sheep, Swine, Boys and 
Girls Club Work, School Exhibits and 
Handicrafts of all kinds. All these 
things have helped make the Fairs of 
great importance to Agriculture in 
Ontario. He added, the constant ef- 
forts of farmers and technical people 
to improve the quality of crops and 
livestock, have done much to win a 
high place in world markets for Ontar- 
io Products. Evidence of these ef- 
forts is to be seen at the Fairs, and 
the very fact these improvements are 
shown at Fairs have helped them to be 
accepted by more and more farmers, 
thus speeding up the improvement 
which has taken place in Agriculture 
over the years. 


Rawdon Farmer 
Killed In Crash 


One man was killed, three are in 
critical condition and three others are 
also hospital patients following a head- 
on collision Friday on the 8th line of 
Seymour Township, about seven miles 
east of Campbellford. Garland Huff, 
19, of Rawdon Township, who was 
driving one of the cars, died in Belle- 
ville Hospital of chest injuries Friday 
evening. Lionel Gray, 19, of Camp- 
bellford, a passenger in Huff's car, is 
reported in a critical condition in 
Belleville Hospital, with a fractured 
skull and cuts. 

Those in the other car were Samuel 
Harrington Gifford, of Redan St., Lon- 
don, who suffered a broken collar bone 
and a broken right wrist; his wife, 
Neva Gifford, who is reported in criti- 
cal condition with a depressed fracture 
of the skull, fractured wrist and cuts. 

Blake Gifford, a son, suffered lacera~ 
tions to the neck and head and a frac- 
tured right ankle. Another son, Rus- 
selll, 108 Kathleen St. Sarnia, who 
owned the car, and was driving at the 
time, suffered lacerations to the scalp, 
face and knees, and is believed to be 
the least injured of the seven victims. 
A fifth occupant of the Gifford car, 
James Hardy, of London, is also in 
critical condition with severe multiple 
lacerations of the face and scalp and 
concussion. Mr. Hardy, 52, is a cousin 
of Chief Constable George H. Hardy, 
of Campbellford, and was travelling 
with the Giffords to visit his mother, 
who lives in the Morganston area.

The two vehicles met head on, the 
bumper of the Huff vehicle becoming 
imbedded tightly into the grill of the 
other.

Lindsay Anderson was believed to 
be first on the scene, and when he 
saw the injured people, four of them 
unconscious, he believed some to be 
dead. He phoned Campbellford police, 
who had doctors and an ambulance on 
the scene within a few minutes, 

The Gifford car was travelling to- 
wards Bonarlaw and the Huff car, to- 
wards Campbellford.

Premier At St. Paul’s 
Anniversary Dinner

served with distinction in World War 
I, studied at Osgoode Hall and gradu- 
ated as a lawyer and took up practice 
in Lindsay. He was elected to the 
Legislature in 1937 and for the past 
Seven years has left his hand on the 
Provincial Treasury. 


On rising to speak, Premier Frost 
was given an ovation and the speaker 
held the rapt attention of his audience 
throughout his address, After compli- 
Menting St. Paul's on their ninety- 
Seven years of usefulness; he paid 
tribute to Hastings County and Hali« 
burton, and said his own Parish con- 
sists of four and a half million people. 

He noted that Stirling had its be- 
ginning with United Bmpire Loyal- 
ists and while these pioneers brought 
very little of their world’s gQ0ds5,t 
did bring much of yalue which includ; 
eda great spiritual and moral back- 
ground. “Of all the assets of Ontarid 
none is as great as the spirit of our 
people, and the most important insti- 
tution is the church,” stated the 
Premier. 
The speaker outlined some of the 
great challenges and opportunities 
that we have in.this Province of On- 
tario, and many times throughout his 
address he stressed the point, “remem- 
ber you are a Canadian,” 

Many years ago it was prophesied 
that the 20th Century was Canada’s 
Century and surely that is true with 
all the expansion developments that 
are taking place in this era. He re- 
ferred to several large industries, in- 
cluding the Bata Shoe Company, at 
Batawa, which he had yisited in the 
afternoon. How quickly we have moy- 
ed from “Horse and Buggy Days” to 
motorized vehicles, cars, tractors and 
agricultural implements. In 1950 there 
will be 1,250 million dollars of agri- 
cultural products produced. He told 
of the remarkable strides made in con- 
verting waste land into profitable land 
and stressed the equality of opportuni- 
ties for our children. 

Mr. Frost gave the history of the 
building of the Ontario Northland Rail- 
way in 1906 and the opening up of the 
Great Clay Belt and the modern min- 
ing in the Kirkland Lake and Porcu- 
pine Areas.

The Ontario Department of Agricul- 

ture at Stirling has released the final 
results of the Stirling Calf Club, It 
has been reported that the members 
have completed their most successful 
year in club work, and each member 
is to be congratulated on doing a fine 
job. Mr. Carl BE. Bateman, Club Lead- 
er, Who has assisted the Department 
of Agriculture, is also to be given a 
great deal of credit for doing more 
avork than ever this year with the club. 
Wy Prize money was donated by the 
Yocal Agricultural Society, the Ontario 
‘Live Stock Branch, and the Dominion 
Production Service. 

There was a possible score of 1,000 
points, and this score was broken 
-down into the following parts: award 
for calf at Achievement Day, 400 
points; for judging competition, 100;

| ‘Tests conducted by the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Harrow, in 1949 
and 1950 showed that alfalfa gave high- 
yields where the preceding grain 
crop was fertilized with 2-16-6 than 
where any other fertilizer in the test 
was used. All fertilizers containing 
fairly high percentages of phosphor- 
ous gave better crops of alfalfa than 
those having lower leVels of this ele- 
ment. The grain crop responded as 
well to a 2-12-10 as it did to the 2-16-6 
indicating that in addition to phosphor- 
ous; nitrogen and potash are neces- 
sary for grain. ‘These results as a 
whole show that grain seeded alone 
can be fertilized satisfactorily with a 
2-12-10 or possibly a 2-12-6 but when 
alfalfa is being seeded in the grain, the 
2-16-6 fertilizer should be used. 

These results refer to the Brookston 
clay soils which comprises almost two 
thirds of Essex County as well as a 
good portion of other counties in south- 
western Ontario. Certain other crops 
do not show the same response to 
phosphatic fertilizer, for example corn 
appears to respond more to nitrogen

FLAX SHIVE FOR 
DOMESTIC HEATING 


Flax shive, the woody waste mater- 
ial produced during the extraction of 
firbre from flax straw has good heat- 
ing value and most flax mills use the 
material for supplying heat. But even 
so. there is generally a considerable 
surplus and some effort has been made 
from time to time to market it as fuel 
for domestic heating. Unfortunately, 
the bulk of the material and the dust 
associated with it, has made its use 
impractical for home heating. 


Experiments have shown, says Dr. 
Chubb of the Pilot Flax, Mill, Portage 
La Prairie, Man., that some of the dif- 
ficulty can be overcome by compres- 
sing the shive into a dense solid mater- 
ial. But the machines at present avail- 
able for this process turn the material 
into the form of small logs, which 
only have a restricted use in domestic

ed with only 50 per cent of the crop 
harvested. In Prince Edward the loss 
also was heavy but in areas close to 
the water and on high areas crops es- 
caped damage and are still being sold 
on the domestic market an also to can- 
ning factories. 

The tomato crop was two weeks be- 


hind normal in development and as a 
result caught many farmers with only 
a relatively small yield per acre har- 
vested. 

The weekly crop report of the On- 
tario Department of Agriculture states 
that about 40 per cent of the silo fill- 
ing was completed in Hastings by 
October 1st while in Prince Edward 
many farmers were still seeding fall 
wheat and rye.

Colouring is added for eye ap- 
peal only, for the public preferance, 
and has absolutely no effect on the 
flavour, the cheese manufacturers say 
that it is difficult to age coloured 
cheddar to the same degree as natural 
cheddar without getting a mottled pro- 
duct, so the cheese connoisseur who 
likes his cheese aged to develop the 
maximum flayour, mellowness and nip, 
prefers the product.
